CSA, Seven Years’ Task. 


Wanted, a man who will clear out with 


ashorel one hundred and twenty-five mil 
lion cubio yards of dirt, and who will’ uso 
some thirty million cubio yards of earth for 
dam construction,” This is the modest 
requirémont of the United States Govern- 
ment, and they find somo difficulty in 
spotting the right man, ; 
PTho ident of the Panama Canal Commis- 
nion is to let ont tho actunl work of con- 
struction to an ‘association of contractors, 
exch member of which will be an expert in 
some branch of the work, on a percentage 
hasie, hut the ideal is not so casy to realise, 
The Government’ wishes to reserve for 
itself on the isthmus the ofganisation of 
smnitation and engineering ; thero is at tho 
present moment a complete staff organised 
for this purpose.

be ample guarantee of bona fides. 

The contract being mado on the basis of 
percentage on expenditure will give a fairer 
flexibility to the deal, and modifications of 
‘my nature. can bo made without prejudice 
to the contracting parties. y 

This is tho scheme promulgated for the 
finishing of the great canal; : ‘Pho’, United 
States Government is till looking.for its 
man, and in the meantime is ‘not wasting 0 
minuto, but is digging, digaing, : digging, 
And if they don't find him-thoy will dig to 
a finish, : > 

Fully 24,000 men are on the pay-roll of 
the Commission ; add tu this between four 
and five thousand.om the books of the 
Panama Railroad:.and a number: of; inde- 
pendent West Indian blacks who work 
spasmodicully on tho canal, the actual 
number of men-Ishouring in the interests 
of the canal amounts to just on 30,000. 
‘This army is fed, housed, and even amused 
hy the Canal Comission, who havo re- 
coived xeward for their carefully ninile 
plans by the satisfuctory increase in tho 
work done. 


In February 1907, 900,000 cubic yards of 4 


earth wero excavated from the: canal ; in 
March the figare was 1,100,000 cubic yards. 
Compare these figures with 1,300,000 cubic 
yurds, which was the excavation in the 
course of the previous twelve months, and 
742,000 cubic yards, the ‘total excavation 
in 1905! ; 

These 30,000 men are mostly fed and 
housed by the Commission, and thoy pay 
back 4 sniall percentage of their wages for 
their keep. Tho commissary departmont 
has this important point to see to, and it 
pursues the economic plan of making no 
profit on its department, but expends all

A Marvellous Invention. 

De K. M. Twiner, of Now Yorkpis the 
inventor of a wonderful little. instrument 
which he showed to London journalists last 
moith, It has the singular property of 
catching and transmitting every whisper 
within a radius of fifteen feet, snd_at the 
same timo can make its own yoico heard 
over a considerably greater distanco.

EGGS WITHOUT SHELLS. 


Russian exporters, to avoid an excessive 
freight on eggs ay well ns to avoid loss 
from breakage and fron spoiling by heat, 
ship them without the sholl, thatie, broken, 
and the contents put up in airtight block 
tin boxes, with or without salt, according 
to the taste of the customer, 

Each box contains several egys and is 
sald by weight, the size running from half 
n kilogam up to a pud (some 16 
kilograms). The pricy of the lattor in five 
rubles. For use in cooking and for a 
limited timo these tinned or prosurved 
eggs seein to ahawer very well ; that ix, on 
the Continent, for England doosn’t lke 
kindly ta thom. London, for instance, 
which buys targe quantities of Iussian 
eggs, pays eight rubles a pud for them 
(aginst five for tho yscrved — ugith), 
besides the weight of the ‘shells and the 
extra tariff on ogys. 

Eaeh block tin box of “ conserved" uggs, 
whether of half kilo (a kitu is a little moro 
than two pounds) or twe pud size, must. bear 
the date and hour of its closing, thua 
guarding against stale eggs, The amount 
of oggs put up in Loxes and annually export-
